In The Spirit Of Thanksgiving 
VERYTHING POSSIBLE — and a little 
more—has been done to convey the spir- 
tt of Thanksgiving overseas to U. S. troops 
in Korea. 
They will eat turkey , cranberry sauce 
and mashed potatoes. They will have pump­ 
kin pie, celery , olives and cheese. 
But most of all, and perhaps most im­ 
portant to them, despite the change from field 
rations, they will have evidence that the spir­ 
it of Thanksgiving is still important enough 
to be shared in a distant land, among strange 
people. 
Historians will know many y ears from 
now what came out of the momentous decis­ 
ion to send U.S. troops abroad to fight for 
Korean independence. 
But there is no need 
to wait on historic cry stallization to know 
the decision could not have been made with­ 
out compassion for the oppressed of the worlds 
American compassion has a long record. 
The Pilgrims had been oppressed; they sought 
freedom from oppression and found it.

That is why the United States is helping 
Korea. 
It is why there is mobilization for 
whatever awful eventuality may come in 
the rising conflict with the Communist con­ 
spiracy to rule the world under a godless 
police authority .

MERICA faces the prospect of 
a severe drain on her man­ 
power for y ears to come—as long 
as the world crisis lasts. 
Millions of men will be drafted 
into 
the armed services in a 
sharply stepped-up mobilization 
for defense. Millions more—and 
women, too—will be needed for 
the eq ually important task of 
keeping the 
industrial 
wheels 
turning to produce armaments 
and minimum civilian needs. 
To meet anticipated manpower 
demands, a drive for the enact­ 
ment of universal military train­ 
ing already is planned. 
The drive was presaged by the 
selection of Mrs. 
Anna 
Rosen­ 
berg of New York as Assistant 
Secretary of Defense, on the rec­ 
ommendation of Defense Secre­ 
tary George C. Marshall. 
When 
Mrs. 
Rosenberg’s ap­ 
pointment was announced, Secre­ 
tary Marshall conceded that the 
‘‘q uestion of universal military 
training and selective service pro­ 
cedures” was involved. 
“I know of no one,” Marshall 
said, “who has had more experi­ 
ence than Mrs. Rosenberg with 
the pros and cons of universal 
military training.” 


Anyone Speak Chinese? 
A 
RUSSIAN named Malik, who does not 
speak Chinese, is speaking for Red Chi­ 
na at Lake Success. And President Truman, 
who speaks no Chinese either, is try ing to 
make a rebuttal to Malik’s argument in be­ 
half of the non-Communist Chinese. 
Therein lurks the bloody irony of the 
situation which may set off history s great­ 
est war. China, the key to mass conflict in 
Asia, is being pushed toward the slaughter 
house by the Kremlin and urged to save it­ 
self by the United States. 
The Chinese themselves are having no 
more to say about it than if they were dumb 
animals. 
Not more than a handful of them 
understand what is involved. 
The mass of 
the population has no voice. 
Mr. Truman, 
trving to fetch the Chinese mind with state­ 
ments made in Washington, might as well ad­ 
dress himself to the inhabitants of Mars.

More Steel In Ohio 
T> EPUBLIC STEEL CORP. has struck a vi- 
** brant note of optimism about the future 
o f Ohio steel-making with announcement of 
a $75,000,000 expansion program in C.eveland. 
This program apparently is to be dupli­ 
cated in size by similar expansions in the 
C leveland area by U.S. Steel Corp. and Jones 
& Laughlin. The note of optimism, of course, 
of evidence that the Great Lakes 
stem of ore transportation is going to con­ 
tinue to be of primary importance in steel- 


making. 
Ever since the steel industry began to 
take account of the eventual inadeq uacy of 
the ore supply in the Mesabi range, there has

U S. Steel Corp.. w.th 
long-range plans to exploit its new ore sup­ 
ply in Venezuela, is building new facilities 
in the Baltimore area.

materials for steel making will be. But Re­ 
public believes it still will include the Great 
Lakes a prime factor. 
Ore from Minnesota 
and high-grade ore from new sources in 
Labrador-Quebec will be brought to their 
traditional union with coal via the Great 


Lakes.

The new threat of a prolonged 
Asiatic war could result in dou­ 
bling that figure. 
But even to reach and main­ 
tain a minimum 
of 3,000,000 
means drafting men at an esti­ 
mated rate of 1,000,000 or more 
annually . 
Selective Service say s that *.19,- 
000 men are being inducted for 
delivery to the armed forces be­ 
fore the end of December. Fu­ 
ture calls will continue at prob­ 
ably a much higher rate for many 
months to come. 
The law now limits the draft 
age from 19 to 26. For the present 
there seems to be little prospects 
of raising the age limit, but the 
1A pool has already fallen below 
the million mark and to meet 
greater demands the President 
may be forced to tighten 
de­ 
pendency deferments and author­ 
ize the drafting of some veterans. 
Present estimates call for the 
induction of some 250,000 during 


the first six months of 1951 to 
bring the forces up to a total 
strength of 2,350,000 by July 1. 


EVENTS IN KOREA or else­ 
where, however, may call for a 
drastic and sudden revision of 
req uirements, in which case Con­ 
gress may have to amend the 
law. 
One phase of the draft which 
has received scant attention from 
Congress is provision for draftees 
to complete their educations aft­ 
er being discharged. 
As y et Congress has offered no 
educational aids, similar to those 
granted veterans of World War 
II, 
to present draftees. 
For the present, college stu­ 
dents are subject to deferment, if 
their work is satisfactory , only 
during their current academic 
y ear. There is no assurance, how­ 
ever, that these can complete 
their education and they are vul­ 
nerable to the draft during sum­ 
mer vacations. 
Maj. Gen. Lewis B* Hershey ,

warned 
Congress that it is extremely 
doubtful that a force of 3,000,000 
men can be raised and maintained 
under existing provisions of the 
draft law, regulations and phy si­ 
cal standards. 
Hershey is opposed to raising 
the age limits at this time, but 
has recommended * tighter defer­ 
ment policy , increasing the term 
of service from 21 to 30 months 
and adopting “more realistic” ac­ 
ceptance standards.

“ It’s fine to be going home,” he said 
thoughtfully , “ but I’d like to get a Russian 
jet MIG-15 before I leav e. My interest in the 
war rev iv ed as soon as we began to meet 
some air opposition.” 
Deasy is a slender dark-haired, blue-e>ed 
man who became a Nav y av iation pilot at the 
age of 18 . Eight y ears later he is a v eteran 
of two wars and one of the wo rlds few spe­ 
cialists in the field of man’s flight bey ond the 
speed of sound. 
As a pioneer Nav y test pilot in the cold 
peace that followed the last war, Deasy help­ 
ed check the capability of some sev en o f the 
15 jet-ty pe aircraft dev eloped by the United 
States. 
He also has twice participated in the first 
historic battles of Russian jet against Ameri­ 
can jet in the Korean skies near the Man­ 
churian border. 
His views are shared by 
most fliers I have talked to who have taken 
part in these fights.

DEASY FEELS that the swept-back wing 
R ussian-built 
MIG-15 is better from a per­ 
formance level in almost every way than any 
American jet used in the Korean theater— 
the Air Force F8 0s and the Nav y F9 Fs. 
“ It can climb faster, has a faster lev el 
speed and can turn q uicker,” he said frank­ 
ly . 
“ It has about twice the all-around per­ 
formance of any thing we have 
out here.” 
Technicians compare the Russian MIG-15 
with the American F-8 6 Sabre, holder of the 
official world speed record. 
The American 
Air Force has sq uadrons of Sabre planes in 
Germany and the United 
States but none 
in 
Korea. 
Then why hav e the slo wer American jet 
planes managed to shoot dow’n—without loss 
to themselv es—the fastest known planes 
in 
the Russian armory ? 
“They just can’t teach those boneheads 
to fly ,” said Deasy .

Deasy shares the bitterness of most United 
Nations fliers who are ordered to respect an 
international boundary but also have to fight 
a foe who violates that frontier by fly ing a- 
cross it into undeclared battle.
